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In 1975, the Joel Fisk House on the northwest corner of Shawano and Oakland streets was occupied by the 
Fort Howard branch library. The home was built in 1862 by Green Bay Mayor Joel Fisk, and was sold to the 
city for use as a library in 1927. The branch closed in 1978. The building is currently for sale for $259,900.
